Food Value of Milk. 


In view of the agitation concerning (lie price of milk there 


should be general interest in a better knowledge of the food 
value of this product of (lie farm. That it is much larger than 
is generally supposed is true, but that it'Js as large as claimed 
by an agricultural organization lhat is making a study of the 
food problem nnd all the problems of the farm will come as a 
surprise to man}', and the claim put forth will doubtless lead 
to more or less skepticsm with regard to the correctness of the 
figures. 


_ As showing costs and relative food value of milk and va- 
rious oilier food articles this organization says that a quart of 
milk at seven cents is equal in food value to two pounds of 
chicken at 35 cents a pound; lhal a quart of milk contains as 
much food value as eight eggs, a pound and a half of halibut 
steak or a pound of round steak. Bearing Ihese relative food 
values in mind, the organization argues that milk at from ten 
lo fifteen cents a quart is one of the cheapest of..ill foods, and 
is of the opinon that the clamor against the rising price of, 
milk is based largely on ignorance of the facts in the case. 
The Mechanics Institute of Rochester, N. Y., is quoted as 
authority for the correctness of Hie foregoing figures and rela- 
tive food values of the articles mentioned. 


Very few people make a scientific study of what they eat. 


They eat what they want, so far as they are able to obtain it, 
and in (M large sense this is proper. The organization re- 
ferred (o makes no objection to this, but it docs object to the 
Iiue-and-cry against the rising price of milk, the production 
cost of which is sleadily rising, when the fact is that it contains 
greater food value than many other articles which cost far 
more. 


While few people will be led by these fads to substitute 


milk for meal, it is well that the food value of milk should be 
heller understood lhan it is, and lhat (hose who buy milk 
should be better underslood than il is, and that Ihosc who buy 
milk al almost any price gel the worth of their 11,01103-. So far 
as the rise in the price of milk is due to the manipulation of 
distributors there is ground for complain!, but il is certain that 
the farmers are getting no more than they ought to for their, ,a , 
product, when the cost of feed and labor fs taken into consid-jstat 
eration. They work hard for a livng and are nol gelling rich'"'1""1
